PAROLED A FTER SHORT TERM 


Oliver Snider is Given Freedom From 


Reformatory Where He Was Sent 


on Burglary Charge. 


Oliver Snyder, formerly a young 
school teacher of Brown county who 
received much publicity a few years 
ago because he left the school room 
to become a professional burglar, has 
been granted a parole from the Je f­ 
fersonville 
Reformatory. 
He 
was 
sent to the Jeffersonville Reformatory 
in 1909 under the name of James 
Brown to serve a sentence of from 
ten to twenty years upon the burglary 
charge. 
His parole was granted, it 
is said, at the request of influential 
friends. 
After the young man was 
given his freedom, he was taken by 
his father. J. B. Snyder, to hi- home 
in Wavmansville. 
He promised Gov­ 
ernor Marshall that he would see that 
the young man behaved himself in the 
future. 
Snyder, who is now 25 years old, 
lays his downfall to “ yellowback nov­ 
els.'’ 
He had been teaching a coun­ 
try school in Brown county shortly 
before he started his career of crime. 
At Scottsburg Snyder robbed nineteen 
houses in one night and was starting 
into the twentieth when captured. He 
secured hut little more than enough 
to pay for his breakfast.

E l Paso, Tex., Ju ly 4.— The federáis 
failed to budge the enemy in the first 
charge upon the Mexican rebel forti 
fications at Bachimba. 
The two main 
armies an* now 
fighting the battle 
that, while it may not decide the rev­ 
olution, w ill decide the control of the 
state of Chihuahua, held by rebels for 
five months past. 
Rebels are report 
ing the fight to their comrades ir. 
Juarez, declaring that “after two hours 
of fierce combat, our heroic soldie’ s 
ha\c routed more than 2,500 federáis." 
The federáis in reporting to their 
consul here and to their president in 
Mexico City declare that they shelled 
the rebel camp for a while to ascertain 
the location of the rebel batteries and 
sharpshooters preparatory to the real 
fighting. 
The fighting was brisk for 
a time, preceded by skirmish firing, 
but skirmishing has been continuous 
almost for several days. 
The federáis 
opened with a hot artillery fire, the 
principal cannonading being directed 
at the rebel command of General Del 
Toro at Lefrinte, a small station near 
Bachimba, and 
many of the shells 
were exploded among the men of his 
command, the fire from the federal 
gunners being v* ry accurate at times 
The rebel losses were heaviest in this 
command, but the rebels held their 
trenches. 
A column of federal cavalry attempt­ 
ed to flank the rebels on the east, but 
Gen« ral J. J. Campos and a command 
of rebels fought them off and back. 
The federáis lost heavily in killed and 
wounded in this attack. 
The rebel 
capital will be moved to Juarez first if 
the rebels are driven back from Bach* 
imba, but it will hardly be maintained 
there long, as the rebels will continué 
into Sonora. 
The Sonora campaign 
has already opened and will be con­ 
tinued regardless of the outcome of 
the Bachimba fight.

and bureau heads and the secretary. 
; Dr. Andrew invites an investigation

None of the offi­ 
cials named who are in the city today 
would discuss the letters of Dr. An­ 
drew, but some of them appeared w ill­ 
ing for their failure to deny Dr. An 
drew’* statements to be Interpreted as 
n confirmation of them. 
W hile Dr. Andrew’s letters indicate 
| that his resignation was tendered vol- 
, unfarlly, a statement Issued by the 
I W hite House said It was not. 
Following the publication of the tet­ 
ters the W hite liouse issued less lhan 
three lines of typewriting as follows: 
“ Mr. Andrew’s resignation as assist*

D eclines to Discuss Situation. 


Further than this the W hite House 
declined to discuss the situation. 
In 
the absence of Secretary MacVeagh, 
who has gone to 
Lancaster, Mass..

j formation as to the nature of the act 
of disobedience on the part of the doc­ 
tor. 
The retiring official himself de 
clfned to discuss the matter, saving: 
"The whole story, so far as the put»

the letters which I felt impelled, in

statement from the White House is 
technically true, although I think it 
has been known by both the secretary 
and the president for some time that 
I was on the verge of tendering my 
resignation."

O rdinarily the new chairman of the 
national committee is chosen at the

tee decided, however, that the officers 
of the old committee should hold over 
in a temporary capacity until the per­ 
manent officers were named. 
This ac­ 
tion was taken so as to give Woodrow 
W ilson and Thomas R. Marshall, the 
candidates, an opportunity to express 
their wishes fn regard to the officers 
of the committee. 
A sub committee of five was api»oint- 
ed to wait upon Governor W ilson and 
Governor Marshall and ascertain their 
wishes in regard to this matter. 
Gov­ 
ernor W ilson will, in fact, name the 
new chairman of the national commit 
tee to succeed Norman E. Mack. There 
is no dubt here that W illiam F. Mc­ 
Combs, who managed the pre-conven 
tion campaign and steered the Wilson 
boom to victory at Baltim ore, will be 
named to run the national campaign. 
The entire new committee went to 
Sea Girt, X. .1 , today to congratulate 
Governor Wilson on his nomination. 
The most interesting figure in B a l­
